If a demand for international preliminaiy examination is made, the written opinion of the International Searching Authority will^ 
except in certain cases where thelntemational Preliminary Examining Authority did not act as International Searching Authority 
and where it has notified the Intcmationai Bureau under Rule 66.l6ts(b), be considered to be a written opinion of the 
International Preliminary Examining Authority. If a demand is made, the applicant may submit to the International Preliminary 
Examining Authority a reply to the written opinion together, where appropriate, with amendments before die expiration of 3 
mondis from the date of mailing of Form PCT/ISA/220 or before thcexpiration of 22 months fi*om die priority date, whichever 
expires later (Rule 43 to. 1 (c)). 

Consequence with regard to translation of the international application for entry into the national phase 

The applicant's attrition is drawn to the fact that, upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
claims as amended under Article 19 may have to furnished to the designated/elected Offices, instead of, or 
in addition to, the translation of the claims as filed.
